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The zeal and learning of so many calholie wrilen 
liaving already furnished the public wilh h long list 
uf boobs or religious instruction, the compiler of Ibe 
present treatise feels bimself called opon to state bii 
I'easonB tor offering it to their notice. Far be il from 
him to nish, or to tbinb thai be is able, to derogate 
from the merit which public approbation proves those 
works to possess. But the object of this tieatise is 
somewhat dilTerent from theirs ; — viz. the instruction 
of children in general, aiidof adultsamongsllhe[Hior, 
whose religious education has been neglecteit in their 
earlier years. To obtain this iwo-fold object, the 
writer conceives that simplicity of language and 
':onci>enes» should be particularly regarded— simpli- 
city of language, in order that it may be the more 
easily understood — and conciseness, because prolixity 
would greatly tend to bewilder, and would also put 
the work beyond the reach ol', Ihoae for whom it is 
designed. Now, amongst the many works already 
before the public, the compiler is of opinion, that 
there is not one calculated to answer these two ends ; 
not that he Buppoiea Ibe anlhor of an^ uf dMDi,i 
*•» • 
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have been incapabi* of effecting wbat be has af' 
tempted, but that none or them liave had his objects 

precisely in view. 

Having Ilius stated the niotiveG which have induced 
him to write, his next duly is to develop hi'n plan ; and 
in this he presumes that hemajlaj claim to origina- 
lilj. Most books of inslruction already in the bands 
of the public are in the Torm of i|ueslioji and answer, 
B form, undoubted);, of all others the moEl simple, 
but in one respect liable, lie conceives, to a serioui 
objection. There is, perhaps, no child of common 
parts, that has attained its seventh year, that might 
not in the space of three or four months be taugbl to 
answer every question in the catechism i and jet, 
from merely having been taught to answer llie several 
questions, it would have ocquired little or no idpa 
■if the truths and duties of religion. The reason of 
lhi« is, because the catechetical form merely calls Tor 
the exercise of the tot// and msmorg, without exacting 
anything from Ihe undfTilamliiig. Children, even of 
three or four years of age, possess memories aa re- 
tentive of what they learn, as do Ihe geueralily of 
«dulls, whereas Ihey are almost incapable of religious 
instruclioa. because tbey have but little judgment or 
understanding: hence it is only in proportion lo the 
advances which lliey mahe in understanding that they 
acquire capacity for insti uclion : when Ihey have nt- 
tained a partial use of judgment or reason, they are 



of Teligien W a pnrlial cKUnt ; when llie j Ijsre dirii ad 
lo th« fnllnie of reaton, Xh^y are cnpnhle of com- 
plete initmction. A nendy similar mode of reMoning 
IE applicable lo Bdiilti, whose minds liave never been 
inli-odnced into Hie field of lelifjion. Now, as il can 
be of lilrte service lo a person to have hi« memurj 
charged with a form uf words wbich it not under- 
stood, (he compiler lias adopted apian, whicli, whiUl 
tt retains the familiar form of (juestion, calls forth t^e 
ewrdae of the judgment. By this means a child «r 
other person, with due application, will alwnya ac- 
quire a degree of real knowledge proportioned lo h» 
capacity. The plan is, firel, lo expound the inriiici- 
ples of the faith and inoralilf of the catholic church, 
In an easy and rainiliar style; and, at the end, tosub- 
join B series of ijueslions, with iiumGrical t'efereucaa 
lo the chapter and paragrnph where the ancwer to 
each is lo be found. Tliese nntvters are very easy tn 
be discovered, yet necessarily require the exercisn 
of the judgment, and when discovered, must convey 
lo (he raind a partial uilderslandini;, at leatt, ot the 
snbject. The improvement, Iberefiire, wbtch the wri- 
ter thinks he has elTecIed, is briefly Ihisi — thai, 
whilst, on the old plan, n peisun may easily learn, 
without Udders Ian ding, on hit, he is ulmust com- 
pelled to untlerelaudwhal he learns. Let itnot, how- 
ever, be supposed, that he wishes ihe use of the cate- 
chism to be discarded , fur, although by itself Ihe ca 
tschism will seldom give a person an adequate idea 
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of religion, jet it is emineiilly nieral «b a ground- 
Work forintlmction, and rends also 1o pregerve tmi- 
formit)' ortbougbt and expresBion on vetjgioufi subjects, 
The method, also, or arrangement of his mailer, is 
a point lo which the writer has paid parlicular atten^ 
tion, convinced ae he is, that from a want o( due re- 
gard lo thia, the minds of manj' under ioslructiou are 
confused. The method which he has adopted, ul- 
thougli not new in ilseir, in so to the English reader.

The compiler, being fully sensible of tlie 
paramount necessity that every christian should have a 
IhorougU knowledge of what relates to the eucbaria- 
tic sacrament and sacrifice, and the practical part of 
the sacrament of penance, has devilled lo them par-

Dot either essential or very useful. 

Such are the writer's motives Tor introclucing him- 
self to public notice such are his plans of instruction 
aad his orrangemenl of mailer.

CHAPTER THE EIGHTff. 



1 



I. In the foregoing chapter we have seen thM 
Jesus Christ instituted the sacrament of baptism foi 
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th« puqiose ofclcansiug oarsoula from Hie guilt ofl 
the sin which we inherit from our first pareots, as 1 
welt as from all sins committed before lh« receiving of 1 
that aacraiDCDt. Tliose christians, wh» preserve un- 1 
til death Iheir baplisnal innocence, infallibly obtain 
eternal life: those, «ho unhappily fall from that 
state by committing murtal nn, become a second 
time objects of the divine wrath. Now for 
every person under the gnill of mortal siu, sincere 
rspentance, coiiaisling in a hearly sorrow for the 
sin or ains committed, together with a firm purpose 
of amendment, and satisfaction, or works of pe- 
nance, always were, and always will be, under all 
eircamstancca, indispensably nccessitry in order to 
recorer the grace of God, and arrive at eternal hap- 
piness. But, when our divine master established 
the christian religion, ha added to these two con- 
^libiis a third, consisting in the declaration or coh- 
Jtttion of all our Nins to one of hie roiHislers for the 
pnrpose of receiving absolution. [1] These three 
things, viz. contrition, confession, and satisfaction, 
on the part of the sinner, and absolution, on the part 
of God's minister, constitute what we call the sa- 
crament of pcnunce, [2] In this, as in the other 
sacraments, there is a sscred action or ceremony, 
consisting in contrition, confession and satisfaction. 
[3] The words used by the minister of God, whtn he 
Ipves absolution, are: r absolve thee from alliAj/sin* 
in the name of the Father, &c. [4] The only minis- 
ters of this sacrament are bishops and priests pos- 
lessing jurisriiciion. 'Jlie necessity of each of the 
parts of this sacrament is not in all respects the 
uame. [5] Contrition, as has been abeady noticed 



is, in bU cpseB, abaolutely necesRary ; bec: 
wUliout it, Du one that bas committed mortal ui 
possibly be saved, [6] CoDfession is ueceEsiu 
least in desire i beuce, were a person oa tbe . 
of death bo circumstanced that he could not ] 
bly confess his sins, either from being depriri 
the poner of speech, or for want of a, proper d 
ter of this sacrament, the desire of confe 
would satisfy the justice of God. [71 Sotisfai 
also, like aontrition, is indispensable ; so that, 
a lierson to die before he had made entire sai 
tion to the divine justice for hia sins, be would 
to complete that satisfaction by sufferings in p 
tory. — The three following sections will conta! 
explanation of the parts of the sacrament of pe 
which concern the einner, viz. contrition, c< 
sion and satisfaction. 

II. [8] By contrition is meant a hearty si 
for sin, accompanied Kith a firm resolutio 
amendment' [9] Our sorrow, in order to satis 
Injured justice of God, must possess tbese fou 
lities: it mnst he internal, ivpematural, govt 
smA iimverial. Ist, It must be internal; th 
we must feel a sincere grief in our /tear Is ft 
aiuB which we have committed. 2dly, It must I 
pernatitral ; that ia, our sorrow must nt 
grounded on human or naturnl motives : for < 
pie, because sin brings us to shame or punisl 
in this world, but upon svjiernatural motive 
tated to us by dirine faith : these modres an 
uijory which sin offers to God, whoisinfinitelj 
in himself and infinitely good to us, aad the e 
f^BiffiiUGut wlu^Ii it eotjdla upon our souls. 3i 
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^^^Hlbt be sovereign; that Ie, it iUust be inirardly 
^^^^hfier llian any other grief we can pOBsibly feel. 
To be of this description, however, it is riOt neces- 
sary ibat It sliould be a sensible griefi producing 
Btghs and tears. It wQI be Govcreigb, provided we 
renily feel iu our hearts" raOte Bbrry fof having dis- 
-plened God, than for tbc loes of any person or 
thin^ however dear to us'ib the wo'rld, and disposed 
to shffer any thitif:, or (o lose even our lives, rathel- 
than again offend him by mortal sin, 4thly, It must 
ba UHtversnl ; that is, we must detest every mortal 
«{» Which we have committed, without even excepting 
■ons; for, ns long as a perEOn entertains an affec- 
tion for any sin, orprefersl aily creatnre in the world 
%o <!od, bis return to him Cannot be sincere. In 
the definition of contrition it was also said, that DUr 
•orrowfor sin must he aceompaiiiedwlth a_^rnt mo- 
lutioH of amendment' Without this determination, 
contrition is false. No ohe cait say fhbt ho is sin- 
iMrely sorry for having done what be is nOt deter- 
mined to renounce for ever. 

III. [10] ConfesHomi an accmrttioR ordeetaralidn 
vhieA a penitent sinner intikei of his simto apriest, 
mho has jurisdiction over him, in order to receive 
peiumee and absolution,' [II] Confession of sins is of 
divine institntion ; it is grounded Upon the power 
which Jesus Christ gave to the pastors of his 
church to forgive or to refwn sins.Cu) [12] Con- 
feasior, to be entire, inuat be a declaration of all

ravBte their guilt. [13] Wilfully to leave out a 
lortal siu in confession, would make the whole 
>nfeasion useless, anil would moreover he a sacri- 
|Bge. [I4] The omission of a mortal sin in confei- 
p£on thrimgh f'lrgetfulnfss, does not render the 
QDofesion null : iu this case it sutfices to dealare the 
ItJAu in the following confession. [IS] But if the 
"iBsion were to arise from wiiljul ignorance or 
n grost negiigence in the examination of con- 
^ idence, it would make the confession sacrilegious, 
f ^It has been said above, that confession is made in 
P'Jrder to receive absoIuUon from sin. [16] It must, 
Ijtowever, be observed, that Jesus Christ has made 
■'the pastors of his church, t)ie judges of the cod- 
Kiciences of men ; in other words, that he has given to 
tiiem the power of biuding and of loosing, of for- 
giving and retaining sins ; but, in cunferring upon 
tiiem this discretionary power, he has dictated rules, 
which they arc bound to follow : if they deviate from 
these rules, they are themselves guilty of sin, and 
the sentence, which theypronouoce upon earth, will 
uotbe ratified in heaven, [l?]- According to these 
rules, they cannot give absojuiion to those whom 
they have reason to believe are not truly sorry for 
their sins, and sincerely resolved to forsake them 
for the future. Such are those persons 1st, who 
are living in habits of sin: Sdly, who will not re- 
iiounce the immediate occasioi.s of sin : 3dly, who 
are at ennuty with their neighbour: 4thly, who will 



not restore the property of another when it liei b 
iheir power; andSthlj', who are ignorant of the 
prindpsl trulhs or general duties of cliristiantty, or 
of the particalar obligations of Iheir state of lue. 

IV. [18] 5fl/iYac(ion is the third and last part of 
the sacrament of penance, and conBistsin;)er/brni> 
ing the prat/ers or other penitential works, ichich 
the minitter of God enjoins upon the itnner after 
he hat made kiiconjesiitin. It is an article of the 
catholic fnith, that the Almighty, in remitting; to the 
sinner upon hie repentance the eternal punishment 
due to his sins, does not at the same time necessarily 
exempt him from the obligation of duing penance 
for them. The truth of this doctrine is evident, not 
only from many examples iu the old law, where we 
find the Almighty punishing men by temporal chas- 
tisements for sius which he had already pardoned 
them, but also from the gospel, where our saviour 
frequently inculcates the necessity, not only of in- 
ternal repentance, but also of doing works of pe- 
nance for our transgression a, [19] The perform- 
ance of the penance enjoined in confession is of strict 
obligation, as being necessary lo make the sacra- 
ment complete. When penance is enjoined for mor- 
tsl sin, it would be a mortal sin wilfully to neglect it. 

V. After treating of the sacrament of penance. 
It is proper to explain the nature of an indulgence. 
[201 An indulgence, then, is t/ie remission, not of tin 
ittelf, but of the whofe or a part of the tempo- 
rat punishment whicA is a'ue to sin. Indulgen- 
ces are granted to us by the pastors of the church, 
on condition of the performance of certain good 

irks which they prescribe, Ooe condition, how* ■ 
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>ver, either expreeseil or UDderstood, always is, 
that of sincere repentance for our sins, because sia 
itaelf must DecesEarily be fargiven by AlmigbQr 
God, l)efore we can obtain tlie pardon of the tem- 
pore punUIiment which it deserves. [21] Of in- 
dulgences some are called, pZenary ; others, iadul* 
genccs of n certidn number of years or days. To 
understand this, we must observe, that, in the pri- 
mi civ e ages of the church, it was custnniary to im- 
pQse sucb pennnces upoB penitent einner^;, as. were 
judged to be equivalent to the, enormity of thdr 
crimes : tboi;e who liad been guilty of more grieV' 
ous and scandalous sins, were subjected to a courae 
of pentmce for the whole term of tlieir lives ; others 
for a certain number of years or days, according as 
their sins were supposed to fleserve. The church, 
however, in consideration of tl)e extraordinary- fee* 
TOur of her penitents, at the request of her nuo- 
tyrs when g^oing to execution, or for other just and 
pious causes, was acoustomcd to remit sometimea 
t/ie tcAole, sometimes opart, of these canonical pe- 
nances. When she remitted the whole penance, , it 
was called ^plenary or full indulgence ; when only 
a part, it was called an indulgence of as many i/eart 
or tlat/i, as were remitted to the penitent of his c^ 
nonieal penance. Although die penitential canon»are 
no longer in force, the church has always continued 
the practice of granting indulgences. , [22] Bence 
Z plenary indwlgeiice, now, is the remission in the 
sight of God of as much of the temporal pumsh- 
mentdue to sin, as would he espiated by a full 
course of canonical penance ; ,[23] and an itf^lff 
ffence of a certain number of yean or days, -hM^ 
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letoisiiou in tite Gig:1it of God of as mueh tempO' 
ral panishineut as would be: expiated by undergoing 
a eourse of pensnce of that number of years or 
days, [34] I'liere is also a jiIeuBry indulgence wliieli | 
v/ecii\ Ajuii/ee, winch doe r not differ niaterial^r i 
fromtliat already explBined,. except io its ffrtMor 1 
solemnity, in being' granted by tlie supreme head of i 
thecburcb, to all the faithful througboul the world, I 
every tmenly- five years. Indulgences, as it has been | 
already nnticed, ate always granted upon the condi- J 
lioM of performing certain good works. [SSQInordar 1 
to obtain the benefit of them the conditions must be 1 
iaitiifully observed. Tlie authority of the pastors of I 
-tbe church to grant indulgences, rests upon the com- J 
missiongiven to themby JeKua Christ lo thidarti^i 
to loose. 1^26] The eOicacy of lndu%ences arises froi^ [ 
the applit^ation to our souls of the infinite merits of | 
what Jesus Christ has suffered, both in his own divlns 
person and in those of his raembecB, the martyra 
and others his faithful servants : for, by these suf< 
ferings, he has fully purchased the pardon, notonl^ 
of our sin^ themselves, butof the temporal punish- \ 
mentdue to tliem. [27] It must, however, here- \ 
marked, that in granting Suilulgencea, the churlili ] 
does not pretend to exempt sinners from the oblige 
tionof doing penance. Were such her pretension, I 
indulgences, so far from being salutary, would b|B I 
pernicious. The gospel proclaims to all sinners tAb 
nceeisity of bringing forth worthy fruits of penanctfj 
and, consequently, the church cannot annul thtt I 
obligation. [S8] When, therefore, she grants

It is a 
memorial, arenewal, andcoolinuatiouof thatself- 
sEttnc sacrifice, [23] and we believe iC tu have hecD 
iliBtituted by our divine eaviour, that we might 
daiiy celebrate the meiuory of his Eufierings uj>on 
tbe cross, and apply them to the four great ends of 
Bscrifice, that is, 1st, to the honour and glory of 
Ood: Sndly, in thaitksgiviag to him fur all his bene-

dained, most of them by the apostles themselves, 
or by their immediate successors, for the greater 
solemnity of the divine worship, and tbat the foith- 
fnl might devote time to interior devotion, whicb 
must ever accompany our external worship, to ren- 
der it acceptable to God.

Itis inten 
ed to cleanse the soul from the n-lics of tin : it gif 
grace and strength to i^upport with patience the pal 
and inconvcuienres of sickness : it enables the si 
person to resist the lemptalious of tlie devil, whii 
during sickness are often more violent than at oth 
times ; and, when it is expedient for tbe good of i 
soul, it restores the sick pcri»on to health.

%emd, that the priesthood is divided into two ^s- 
tinct claflseB, 1st, that of pries te, and 2d, ttitit ^ 
biehopa, [7] The power and grace, which priests 
receive by ordination, is, to offer the sacrifice of the 
m&BS, to administer the sacraments, and to preach 
the word of God to those committed to their charge. 
[8] Bishops, by their cousecration, are appointed to 
rule the church of God ; that is, the portion of it 
which falls within their jurisdiction, and which is 
called a diocese. [9] Hence fbey have, by divine 
right, spiritual authority over all the priests, as well 
as the faithful, of their respective dioceses. Their 
Office, also, ia, to ordain other bishops, priests, &C. 
andto administer the sacrament of confirmation. 
[10} The pope is not, by ordination, of a higher or- 
der than other bishops ; but, by the appointment 
given by Christ to St. Peter and his snccesors, tie 
'has spiritual jurisdiction over all bishops and the 
'fiuthfol throughout the world, that is, he is theheM 
of the catholic church. ^_

This mutual engagement in th«B ' 
ratified by a priest in these words : / join you. to-, 
gtlker in matrimony, in the name of the Father, 
mdof the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.

^ntce which the married couple receive by thia su- 
cnunent is, to live tof^ether in union, peace, aiid 
lore, to preserve inviolable fidelity tonards each 
other, and to bring up their children in a chriBtiao 
manner. [5] Marriage, when it has been coDSuatr 
mated, cannot be diaaolved by any power upoii 
earth; foraltliougb, for some weighty cause, sepn* 
ration between the parties may he lawful, yet nnt 
thins but the death of one, can render it allowahlv 
to the other to marry a second time.

for conveyin); grace to our bouIb, and liaving, like, 
wise, delivered many sublime precepts of moralit] 
relative to the evil whicli we are to avoid and the 
good whiuh we arc to practice, (wbicb will form the 
subject of ihe second part of this treatise) notliing 
was now vranting to the accomplishineiit of tbc 
work for which he came into the world, hut to laji 
down his life, in ordtr to repair the injury done to 
God by our Bins', and to purchase our redemption. 
[1] We lesrn accordiniily in the gospel, that, ifl 
order to accomplish this great and merciful design, 
he suffered himself to be Uetrajed by Judas Is cariot, 
one of his Hio^en apostles, into the hands of tht 
Jewish rabble, wbo, [2] at the instigation of a sel 
of proud and jealous men, called pharisees, sottghf 
to procure his death. Without being able to ^sco- 
yer any crime which he had comniiited, and foi^- 
ful of the numherlees miracles, which he hid 
wrought in their favour, they demanded from Pon- 
tius Pilate, the Roman governor of Judea, his death, 
and a death too the most cruel and ignominious, 
which their malice could inrent, tliat of the cross. 
[3] Pilate was induced to pass sentence upon him. 
His enemies, having treated him with every kind ol 
outrage and Indigniiy, in Ecourglng him whilst fa^ 
ened to a pillar, planng a thorny cruwn upon hig 
head, clothing him in derision with a purple garment 
Bpitting in his face and u^ing many othsr barbft- 
rities, loaded him with a lieavy cross, and com. 
pelled him to carry it to Mount Olivet, the VWB.- 
vaoa place of execution j [4] there they na^i^^ll 
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Bacred bodjrto the cross and suffered him to remain 
apon it till he expired. [51 Hia body was then, j 
taken down by his disciples and placed In a mollis i 
ment: ^6] but his soul descended into that part of 1 
hell called Limbo, whither he went, ns we are ia- i 
formed by St. Peter, to announce to the souls there 
detained, that the happy hour of their deliver-' 
ance and assumption into heaven was at hand. («)i 

II. [7] On the third day after his dealb and boiii | 
rial, his soul and body were re-united, and he n 
again to it new life never to die any more. Jeswp | 
daring bis mortal life had foretold to his apostlea' 
that he should rise again, and that that miraclv 3 
wonld be a pruofof his divinity, and, therefore, [83^ I 
after his reaarrection he was pleased to remoiq^ 
apon earth for the space of forty days, in order tli|| 
confirm their ftuth in this primary article of Gm 1 
christian religion, and to enable tbem lo bear te^ j 
timony to the same throughout the world. [9] Tht' 
fortieth day being arrived, he toolc his aposdci

Thus whb heaven, which had been closed against ' 
all mankind by the sin of our lirst parents, openect I 
again for them, and Jesus, at the same time, prat, j 
sented to his eternal Father, as the first fruits of | 
hia victory over sin and death, the souls of the , 
jnflt which hod been detained in Limbo. 
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CHAPTER THE FODRTEENTH. 
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L[l] Whilst our divine saviour was upon euth, 
he promised his apostlea that, when he asceaded 
iolo heaven, he would send down upon tUem the 
&Aj Ghoat, the third person of the BleSEed Tri- 
nity, to ealighteii their mind!) to a. clear under- 
BtBDding of all the trulha of reli^on, to inilatae 
tbttjr hearts with dirine chaxity, to give them zeal, 
BlreiTgth and coarage to surmount all the obstacUiSi 
which they would hare to encounter in the propa-. 
,g>tian of the gospel, and also to gire them the 
power of apeaking; in unknown tongues and woclc- 
ing' all sorts of miraclea. He had told them, also, 
that they were to remain together in Jerusalem ia 
expectation of the coming; of the Holy Ghost. [2] 
In obedience to hb command they went into re- 
ticement, chiefly occupying ihemjBelves in prftyer 
by way of preparadoa for receiving theae pro* 
mised gifls. [3] On the tenlh day a^er the m^ 
cntsign of Jesus Christ, that is on Wliitsundaj^ 
tiae very dayon which the Jews celebrated Ute an- 
ni»l festival of pentecost, [4] whilst they w^re all 
aaaembled together in prayer, they suddenly beud 
a noise as of a mifihty wind which filled the whole 
house. Immediately after, there appeared ower 
the heads of each of them, parted tougU£9 of Sie, 
and they were at the same time tilled with the 
Holy Ghost. [S] The gifts aad graces thus coaj- 
Kcm not intended merely; " 
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tbeniBelves, but were designed to continue in thai' 
church till the end of time. Some oT these ^iftijl 
are called ordinary; others estraordinary. [S] TtM^ 
ordinary g;i(\s are those interna,] grttcee commun^ 
caled to every christian, that receives worthily th«- 
saeramenl of confirmation. [7]. The extraor<fitif 
nary gifts of the Holy Ghost are, the power oP 
speaking in unknown tongues and of working raM 
ractes. These gifts having been more necessary W 
the infancy of the church, were then more com-* 
mon than now : but the Almighty has in all agcs'' 
granted and stiH continues to grant them, when^ 
ever he sees them expedient for the accomplish^ 
ment of his merciful designs of bringing unbe^J 
Iie»«rs to the knowledge of the true faith. "' 

II. [8] No sooner had the apostles received iht)! 
Holy Ghost than they boldly went forth into iho* 
«ty of Jerusniem and preached to the assemble* 
nraltitode the religion of Christ who had beetf 
crucified. By the gift of tongues they made themi* 
selves understood by persons of diverse nationa,! 
who all seemed to hear them speaking in their res^' 
peeUve languages. [9] The effect of St. Peter's' 
first sermon was the conversion of three thousand* 
Jews : by another sermon five thousand were conlf 
verted, and the number of believers daily in* 
creased. [10] However, according to the pre*" 
diction of the ancient prophets, thegreater partoP 
Ae Jewish nation remained obstinate and incre^ 
W^Diis and raised a eruel persecution against th# 
I i^psfles and their disciples. [II] In punish men? 
j W'lhtir incredulity they were abandoned by th* 
ta^iftnl^ttty to bUndn^s^4 and hardness of hearti^

Thirty eight years from the ascension of our 
their city was taken, pilii^ed and destroyed by 
Romana; their temple was levelled with 
ground - numbers of them were put to llie swi 
and those who escaped were dispersed through) 
the world. Their posterity still subsist as a i 
linct people, allhough ihey haire neither king 
country, carrying about with them the vislbla 
marks of divine reprobation. [12] When the 
apostles became rejected and persecuted by the 
Jews, they turned their labours towards the con- 
version of the Samaritans. [13] The Samaritans 
« ere originally a part of (he Jewish nation, codk 
posing ten out of the twelve tribes of Israel, bat 
had separated themselves from the Jetvs and 
formed a distinct nation. [14] Many of these, ve 
are informed, received the tidings of the gospel 
with joy and were converted ; those wbo remained 
mifaithful were iniolved in the same calamiliea as 
theJews, [13] The lime now arrived when the 
gospel was to be announced lo the other nations 
of the eatlh, [16] v hen God added another 10 tbe 
number of his aposllea in the person of St. Paul, 
who, from a persecutor of the church, became a 
preacher of the gospel, and, from his extraordt^ 
nary labours in the propanalion of it, is called the 
apostle and doctor ofihe Genliles. [17] Great was 
the fruit which sprunj:, from the preaching and la* 
hours of the apostles. Although of themselves 
they were weak and illiterate men, and totally void 
of all human means of success in their arduous 
enterprise, wherever ihey went, the idols of the 
" "' destroyed, and the religion of Jesait. 
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waa plaDted on tljeir ruins. [18] This success oFthf 
apostles brought upon them severe persecutioi^ 
from the emperors and [mnces of the earth, 
tbey, at length, fell victims to the fury and n 
of their enemie^. Thus ihey became martyrs 1 
the failh of tlieir crucifled master: their bloo 
bore testimony to the inilh of what they annoance<i| 
and the religion of Christ flourished by thei 
deaths. 

III. [19] Eighteen centuries have now 
since the fouudaiioa of the oliristian church, [Si 
For the space of three hundred years the faithfo^ 
had to sustain almost uninterrupted pcrseculioi 
and the earth was inunda ed nith the hlotx 
of martyrs. [21] At leoglh, however, the AM 
mighty was pleased to give peace to hia churcb) 
by the conversion of the liomnn emppror, CoriJI 
stantine. [22] After this the tranquillity of iKi 
church was for a short lime disturbed by tk4<l 
nephen of Conslanline, Juhan the apostate, Tl" 
chriBtians of the east were also cruelly pergi 
cuted for the apace of nearly forty years, ' 
Sapor, kin;; of Persia. [23] From that tinieuQ^| 
til the present, the true believers have, almo^l 
in every age, had to undergo persecution in *■« 
greater or less degree either from intidels, Jews/ I 
m: false chri.stians. Nothing', houever, bus mortt I 
dIMarbed the peace of the church, than lhoi# I 
ttmong her own children, nho, from time to timw. f 
bave impug^ied her authority, introduced false ] 
doctrine and supported it by contortin^c the holy J 
scriptures. Tliese combats began with the Ter|r I 
—aaencement of Christianity J ihey exist at lh»t§ 
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I iBireseiit day, and will contimie unlil the end o£ 
I bine. [24] Still they ar« not without theii odtntVr 
1 4£^^= the Almighty makesthera all concur talli«^ 

tory and welfare of his church : they etrenglhta;

or redeemer of ibe world. Hence he will raiie 
more violent and bloody persecution against tb 
church of Christ than any which it has yet had t 
sustain, and many will yield under his persecu 
tion. The Almighty, however, for the sake of Li 
elect, will only suffer his reign to be of short dura 
tion.

I. [)] Iq order to obtain eternal happiness, we 
must kud a christian life, that is, wc must live 
cooformably to tbe maxims which Jesus Christ has 
(aught us by his word uud his example. [2] Our 
practical duties may be reduced to two heads, 
avoiding evil and doing good : iu other words, re- 
fraining from sin and practising virtue. [3] By 
the word tin is understood any violation or Irant- 
yrettioa of ihe law of God. 

II. [4] Sin is of two kiuds, originai Had actual. 
[5] Original tin is the aiu iu which we arc all bora, 
through the trauBgressieu of Adam. [G] Jlctvai sin 
is all the evil which we commit ourselves with tbt 
«onaeat at our own wjUb ; tbii coawgaenUy ■»qi 
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posca that we possess the use of reason. Of actoal 
eins aome are moriai and others venial — sume are 
tiaa of coftivtissioft, others o{ oinission — and Bome 
are carnal and othera spiritual. Moreover, we 
may ain by ignorance, by frailly nnd by malice, 
[7] Mortal sin ia any weiglily or grievous traas- 
grcssion of the Jaw of God : it ia called morUl or 
deadly, becaase it brings spiritual death to Ibe soul 
by depriving it of sanctifying grace and the friend- 
ship of God. [8] The effects of mortal bid are most 
dreadful: a person by committing but one makes 
himself the enemy of God, a stave of the devil, 
and liable Lo the eternal tormeuta of hell. [SJ 
Venial sin is any leaser tranagrcaaioii of Ood'a lawSi 
which does not entirely destroy, but only leaecDS 
sanctifying grace lu the aoul : [10] it is called ve- 
nial or pardoaable, becauae, being more trivial in ita 
own nature, it ia more easily pardoned than mortal 
Bin, [11] Its effects, thoQgh Ifaa terrible than tiiDse 
of mortn.1 sin, are, nevertheleaa, such as ought fo 
deter every christian from coramttting it, andmacli 
more from contracting a habit of it in any of its 
kinds. For, if venial sin does not destroy the life 
of the soul, it weakens it: it lends to mortal sin: 
it mftkea the eoal less plcaaing to God than before, 
(md gives the d«vil power over it. [12] Moreovef, 
the soul that dies under the giiilt of venial sin caa- 
not be admitted into heaven until it has beeii en- 
tirely cleansed and purilicd in pargatury. [13] ^ 
iiit tf omiuion ia omitting or neffleclicg t6 do 
something that h rcijuired by (tie lawof God: for 
wcample, being abs«it, wifhoiit ajnst caase, ftotu 
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mass 00 suiiday, or negligence of parents in re- 
gard to Ihe proper education of Iheir children, are 
sins of omisaioii. [Idj A tin of comminsioa ia any 
thougtit, word or deed ILat is contrary to tlie com- J 
niftndB of God : for example, to entertain wilfully an I 
impure tbought, to swear or to steal, aro sins oti 
eotnmission. [15] Spiriluai sins aia those whi<4rl 
meD coramit Eulelyinthe mind and the bcart: oftf 
this kind are, jirida and envy. [16] Carnal «uia I 
arc tboae which are consiiminated in the body , Giidn I 
as drunkenness and imparity. [IT] Sins of iffno* \ 
ranee are committed when a person transgressM 1 
the divioe laws without knowing them. This sap^ I 
poses that bis ignorance is wilful: for, if be had I 
never had the opportunity of knowing better, th* I 
evil, which he commit;, is not imputed lo bii 
instance, a person who has never had the oppor^ I 
tunity of receiving religious instruction, and \s, I 
therefore, igtioraut of the obligation of bearinf I 
moss Upon Sundays, is not guilty in the sight ^ I 
God of sin by not hearing mass. The caM f 
is directly otherwise with ibose who neglect thft 1 
opportunity of learning tbeir duty ; when a perl I 
BOB of this description omits to do any thing pr»i I 
scribed by religion, he offends God, although U 1 
knows no better, because his i(jnorance arises froai I 
wilful neglect.

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CHAPTER THE SECOND. ^M 

I. Tlie eajAlal tiju and their oppoiiie virtaet aaJ retiudier- 
I. [1] Amongst the many transgressions of the 
divine law there are seven, viz. pride, covetuous- 
neSB, lust, anger, gluttony, envy and sloth, which 
deserve to be particularly noticed, because they 
are tbe source and origin from nhich all other sins 
proceed ; and, for this reason, they are called (Ac 
eapilal sins. [2] Ist. Pride is an inordinate love 
and esteem of ourselves or our own excellence, real 
or imaginary, [3] It is themolherof vanity (which 
eonsists in seeking tbe applause and regard of 
Others) disobedience, revenge, hypocrisy, ambi- 
tion, discord, animosity and obstinacy in one's 
own opinion. [4] The remedy of pride is to prac- 
tise the opposite virtue of humility. Humility 
consists in tbe conviction of our own nothingness 
and attributing all the good that we possess to 
God and not to ourselves. [-3] 2ndly, Coveluoux- 
nets is an inordinate or too great an affection for 
, the things of this world. [6] The signs and effects 
of a covetuous heart ore, immoderate joy in pros- 
■ perity or escesaive grief in adversity, too great 
[ e^emess al\er riches, and hard beartedness to 
I the poor, Covetuousness is also ibe mother of 
fraad, perjary, lies and oppression of others. [71 
I The remedy of this vice is, to practise the opposite 
[ virtue of liberality, which consists in not being 
I too rigorous in asserting: our own rights and in 
I idving olma to the poor. [8] The covetuous man 
[ Uiouul also frequently pray to be delivered fr^^^ 
Lbis imhappy passion, »nd consider that death HS^I 



soon come and deprive him of all that he posBesBcs. 
[9] Stdly, Luii is an irregular love or desire of 
carnal pleasure. It may be committed by actions, 
words or songs, looks, thoughts, and desires; [10] 
and it is to be observed, that nothing but the want , 
of full consent or deliberation tan excuse the per- 
son who sins in any of these ways from mortal eiii; 
[11] Pride, pampering the body wilh good cheer 
and an idle life, are the general causes of impurity. 
[12] The consequenceH of this vice are generally 
most dreadful: it brings on its unhappy victims 
hardness of heart, darkness of understanding, diB< 
gnat for religious dulies, and forget fulness of God, 
and generally leads to final impenitence. [13] To 
overcome this vice, it is necessary to cultivate tT 
opposite virtue of chastity, which consists in lo 
inj; and esteeming purity both o( body and mind. 
It is, moreover, necessary to flee, as far as possible, 
all occasions of impurity, particularly the frequent- 
ing the company of persons of the other sex, and 
reading bad books or songs ; lo love prayer and 
retirement; to be always well employed; lo lead 
a penitential life, and often to meditate upon death 
and eternity [14] 4thly, Jinger is an inordinate 
emotion of the interior, caused by something that 
displeases ua. When this emotinn ia shewn out- 
wardly by actions or words, it becomes passion. 
\\S\ Anger and passion are mortal sina when thqr 
are very violent, or when they are accompanied, 
though for ever so short a time, wilhbatredo ' 
desire of revenge, fl6] The effects of angerare, 
enmities, quarrels, law-suits, injuries and schemes 
" ivenge. (17] In order to overcome it, we must | 
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practise the opposite virtue of meekness, nhicb 
consists in preserving under all occurrenceB fia 
eveii temper. Hence, a passionate person sbould 
never Bptaik or act under the iuflneDce of pasaioB, 
bnt try to accnBlom liimself to patiem^e and for- 
bearance. [ 18] Bthly, Giullony is an inordinate 
love of eating or drinking, though the latter is 
generally distinguished by ibe name of drunken- 
ness. Glilttony may be committed either by eat- 
ing or drinking to excess, or with prejudice to ft* 
health of the body, or by estravagaiit expencesiii 
meat or drink. [19] Those wbo are addicted to 
this sin, and in particular to that species of it 
termed drunkenness, expose themselves to the 
danger of committing numberless disorders. They 
ruin their families, destroy their reason and hasten 
d^ath : their understandings become clouded, and 
they are generally addicted to every species of im-j 
purity. [SO] The remedy is, to cultivate the oppoj 
Site virtue of temperance, which consists in alwayl 
beeping within the strict limits of moderation; r 
refrain from going to public bouses and joinid 
tbe company of drunkards; to practise faBtin 
and penance, and to meditate often upon deitll 
[21] ethly, Ettvr/ is arepining or grieving at r 
gbod of another becanse it seems to lessen 
ottTi, [22] It generally originates in prideor o 
tousness, and from it proceed hatred of ol 
the desire of injuring them, calumnies and 1 
Envy is directly 0]>poBed to the virtue of fratel 
charity, which consists in loving every one a 
love ourselves. [23] To overcome it, therefow 
must wish well to all and do to all others tbel

"iss. " Sttchbciiig the intentions of Jesus Christ, 
^riEtians ought to he particnkriy solicitous ta 
jj^in what manner they should approach tu th^ 
Stable, in order to fulfil those intentions, and 
\ from it the inestimable benefits which are dei- 
t for Buuh as approach to it in worthy dispoal^ 
iToos. [1] With llie view of instructing them if

II. Before communion, [2] A person who desirei 
to communicate must, in the first place, propose 
to himself a 7'ight intention, [3] It is to be feared, 
that many go to communion at certain times merely 
through custom^ for fear of being noticed if they 
stay away : others, because a parent or superior 
desires them : and some even through vanity, that 
they may be tliought devout. [4] Now, to commu- 
nicate through vanity is highly sinful : [5] and to 
do it merely through custom, fur fear of being 
noticed, or because a superior wishes it, would 
render the communion fruitless. It is true, persons 
may take occasion from the dt sire of a superior or 
from the recurrence of certain times, such as those 
of the plenary indulgoncos, to prepare themselves 
for communion, but then they must be careful to do 
it through proper motives. [G] These are, Ist, 
with reference to God, to honour and glorify him, 
and to commemorate the suOeriogs and death of 
his Son, Jesus Christ: [7] and 2udly, with refer* 
ence to themselves ^ to sanctify their own souls^ to 
obtain grace to overcome temptation, to acquire 
some particular virtue, to understand the will of 
God in the choice of a state of life, or the like: 
or, to return thanks to the Almighty, through Jesus 
Christ, for some particular blessing. [8] It is also 
proper and charitable to offer up one's communion 
in behalf of others, such as, for the conversion of 
sinners, and the relief of souls suffering in purga- 
tory. After proposing to himself a right intention^-

[18] Moreover, when a person has been living in 
the habit of any vice, particularly if that habit 
should have been accompanied wiih pulilic scan- 
dal, reverence to the adorable sacrament and 
the duty of repairing the scandal given seem to 
require, that a certain length of time should inter- 
vene between his confession and commanion. [19J 
For this reason it is often highly proper that a con- 
fessor should forbid a penitent to approach to the 
holy communion immediately after confession, 
although he may be satisfied with his dispositions, 
and have given him absolution. [20] Every chris- 
tian, who desires to receive communion, should 
also lay aside the affection even to venial sin, by 
which affection is understood a disregard ^ox com- 
mitting these lesser sins, or living in the habit of 
one or more of them, without icishing or endea- 
vouring to ajnend, [21] This is generally the case 
of those who live in the frequent neglect of prayer, 
who pray with little attention, who do not strive to 
cultivate in their souls a spirit of penance, who 
pay but small attention to their advancement in 
virtue, who are too much in love with the world 
and its vanities, who are addicted to disobedience 
in lesser things, to anger, lies, &c. The conse- 
quences, however, of receiving communion in the 
state of mortal sin, and that of receiving it with 
an affection to venial sin, are very different [22]

lure of the mass Itself, but from their gensndly i 
having a proper onderstondin^ of what the ni 
is. [3] The first step, tb^efore, towards teoehi 
those who cannot read how to bear mass is, 
make them understand the nature of a sacrifice 
general, and then to shew them how the maju 
a sacrifice, and In what it consists. To do thU] 
may be ef serrice to State here in short, iwiM 
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the former part was explained at length, [4] thut 
a saciilice is an external ofTertn^made to Almighty 
God by a proper minister, as aa acknowledgment 
nf hia being the Lord and master of all things, [d] 
and that Jesas Christ, having once offered himself ' 
upon the croBs in sacrifice to nis Father, instituted 
(he mass to be a daily renewal and memorial of ] 
(hat eacrifice, and the means of applying to th« 
souls of christians the henefit of his death upon , 
the cross. [6] The mass, therefore, is the Bacri> 
fice of the body and blood of Jesus Chrisl, fot, 
[7] although in the mass Chiiat doea not reaiijt 
(lie, yet his death is represented by the separatm 
eatuecralion of bread into his body, and of w. 
into his blood ; and under this representation at 
death he offers himself by the hands of the priesb 
[8] Hence it belongs to tbe priest alone to offer ihe - , 
sacrifice, and for this reason it is not lequisitt i 
that the people should say the very prayers which j 
he says, [9] The duty of tbe people is, to joi»' \ 
their intention with his ; and, as ChriBt offered him* 
self upon the cross for four intentions, so he i> 
offered for the same in tbe mass. [10] These itu 
lentionBare: 1st, forthehonour and glory of Godt 
Sndly, in thanksgiving to God for all bi^i benefits: ' 
Sidly, to obtain the pardon of our sins : and4tbly, I 
to obtain for as oil oilier graces and blessings whieB { 
we stand in need of. [11] If this be well under* 
stood, nothing can be more easy than to tead I 
Qioee who cannot read how to hear mass profitably^ I 
It may be done in the following manner. [13] Let I 
l^M, before mass begins, or at the very begin. ,r 
■■fe form in their minds the aforesaid intentioM J 
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^^'SaJ'iiigfliis prayer, or eome otbflr totbA same

the €oiuinuaioa to the end, after considering whi 
((races and blei^ngs Ihey stand most in need 
■sd those which they uish to ask in behalf i 
others, either living or dead, let them pray fitf

^»e Creed, pi] Should, however, the capAcity^f 
any persons be BO d ull as not to he able to acquire th 
easy method of bearing mass, they must be laugl 
fo offer up these four intenlioos at (he be};inningi 
and to fill up the time by saying Paters, Ave% 
aad any other devout prayers, and, also, ocdU

[93] The rules of all religlonB communities pM< 
scribe to their members frequent visits throughoat 
t day to the blessed sacrament; and, although 
christians who lire in the world are precluded from 
be opportunity of doing it so often, yet all who 
truly love Jesus Christ wilt be careful to pay him 

'leir visits as frequently as circumstances will per- 

lit. [24] On these occasions, they most entertain 
fliemaelves in familiar uatercoarae with him and es> 
to him their wants and necessities : they mast 
make nets of faith, hope, love, adoration, praise and 
thanksgiving', and communicate spiritually by con* 
eeiring in (heir souls an ardent desire to be united 
to him and making an entire offering of themselTes to 
bhu. [25] Such must, also, be their devotion, wben 
they are present at that solemn act of worship called 
benediclioTi, vbich has been explained in the first 
put ; and when, at the concluHon, the officiating 
priest turns round with ^e blessed sacrament in fail 
hand to g^ve the benediction, they must bow down 
their heads and with all fervour and humility crave 
&e blessing of Jesus Christ.

God, even when iu health, is a difficult tasit ; hoi*'*l 
nuoh more so, then, must it be, when they have de- * fl 
layed it. until they become oppressed with giievoiM'' I 
Etdmess, and tJieir mindsi bein^ stupified wilh paiR|t'l 
liBW no longer the power to tliink seriously of latjf^ I 
ihtn^. [4] Heoce, although the infinite goodness of 1 1 
Ood forbids us todispair of the salva^onof thosewhf I 
defiartbia work until the last extremity, yet reaao«''l 
"ms, we have every thing to fear and little t4-*fl 
• fbrthem. [AJ For this reason, the friendshi|»-'a 
Aose who neglect to warn people in sickness of I 
r danger, is quite misplaced. If they feel a sin* f 
« regard for ihetn, they ought much more to dread. 1 
their appearing before God unprepared, than any 1 
nrflaffeeis that can arise from a true represeatutiatl ■ 
__||itieir danfter. [li] Whenever, ilierefore, person* I 
lvit«d witJi serious infirmity, they should immM >■

11. The nature, the necessity and the effects ef 
he sarrampnt of extreme unction have been ei- 
plained in the tenth chapter of the rorefroing part; 
^9] and since, as it there appears, it isdesignedbt 
tlic Almighty to enable the sick to bear tbeir soffen 
ings wilh patience and resignation, and also, when lltf 
frood of their souls requires it, lo restore theot I 
bcallh. the receiving of it should, by no means, k* 
deferred imiil the last extremity.

Ifae fnlnisler of God is anointing lb e eyes, pare,&d^. 
Aev ouglit, with crmtrile and humble ticaits, (o if» 
plor« Ibe divine mercy to pardon ihem ubatevor 
•tea they may have committed by iheir diS'erebt 
Masee and membere. ' 
IIL [13] The pastors of souls are, moreover, Mfc 
powered to giantapleuaryindulgence together with 
the blessing nf the supreme head of the church fl> 
snch as are in the laal extremity of aickneas. [I<i 
Tb receive ihe benefit of these they ought to ei^dW 
ikeoiMtves to a livdy faith in Jevus Christ, aa em 
ttoe confidence in bis mercy and goodness; loofliB 
(beirwholesoulMtohim, to love him for all etemit|l 
t9>b^ panlon from the bottom of their hearts W' 
■U thMr sins, and u illingly to accept of death n|

CHAPTER THE TWELFTH. ^M

the eleventh chapter of the first part, it is ueeleu, 
in a work like the present, to dwell upon all tli6 
practical duties appertaining to it. [I] Suffice it, 
therefore, to state three things which shoald he 
generally known: 1st, thai there are certain de- 
fecte of the fMnoTand others of tbe body, called t>> 
regvtarilift, which render those in whom they ex- 
ist, incapable of entering into holy orders.

U not to offend God, hut pleise him : anil 3rdly, 
wheD they receive that sacrament, they musl do 
It ntth purity orintenlion and purity of conscience. 
[S] And yet, although such be uadouhl«dIy their 
duty, and although there is no circumstance of 
ibwr lives upon which their present and future 
h^piness so mucli depend, as upon the manner 
iq which they enter into that state, ihcrc is, unfor. 
tniwtely, no occasion cm which tlie generality seem 
1^ Utile disposed to be influenced by principles of 
(^igion, OS when they are about to enter or ar« 
UtUtiUy entering upon it. Their conduct befora 
mftrriage is, for the most pari, sucli as lo bring i 
iipoa Ihem the anger and indignalian of God : HJL 
Saairying they think little of llie sorreilneas oC^ 
the action which tliey are performing, and st^ldoa 
ue influenced by proper molives.

II. [5] I'hcimpediraentaof marriageBrefoiHid- 
ed partly upon the law of nature, partly upon the 
divine law, and partly upon the laws of the cbarcb, 
and tbey are all most reasonable in tbemselvea, 
and inatitoled for good and wise parpOBee. [6] 
These impedimente are of two kinils ; some only 
make it sinful for persons under particular circum.

leffal. [29] Christians sbould be carerul not to 
I profane the day of their marriage by dissipation 
I and diveraions which are inconsistent with ihe du- 
I ties of religion. It is, indeed, just and reasan- 
Bble that they shoukl celebrate the day with joy in 
tiie company of their relatives and friends, a 
practice which is even sanctioned by Jesus Christ

Far, then, should be 
ftom them that brutahty of which St. Paul in hi* 
epistles often complains, as beiug like that of Xb» 
heathens who, knowing not God, abandon thrao*

' them also remember, that the debt of marriagff 
which each one owes to the other, cannot, without ■ 
H just cause, be lawfully refused, and that the ' 
party so refusing is answerable to God for what- ' 
ever evil may arise from it.

[34] Wives, on the other hand, 
are obliged lo love, respect, and honoui 
bands, to behave towards them with obedience 
Uld submission, to conTorm as mucli as possible to 
their inclinalions and nisbes, and not to squander 
Mray their substance: Ltl iches, says St. Peter, [i) 
hi aubjecl to their ktisbanih. [33] And, since trials 
add cfossea are inseparable from the state of mar- 
riage, both parties must accept of them with 
patience, offer them to God in expatinlion of Ibei 
siDS, and endeavour to be a mutual support to 
each olher, through the motives which religion dic- 
il&tes. [36] Numerous, also, and important are the 
Unties which fathers and mothers owe to their 
[badren. As soon as they are bom, they are 
^nndtomake an offering of them to Almighty 
., and to have them speedily baptized. [37] In 
.r earliest infancy, they must accustom them to 
I daties of religion, curb all their evil inclina- 
j keep them as much as possible from associ< 
■ with those of the olher sex, punish them, 
^W!ty9 in a mild and rational manner, for iheir 
leans suffer them to lie in the same 
Jpgetfier aller they lome to 
labove all things, be careful never to say or 
jT thing in their presence to scandalize them.

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^8] As they advance more in years, they must 
beat them on all occasions nitb kiadnesB, ao as to 
gain their affections and esteem; if they ate 
obliged to punisli them, they must do it in such 
manner as to shew that diey are not influenced by 
passion or ill humour, hut solely by the desire (^ 
Iheir good ; make the best provision they can to- 
irarda their future establishment in the world, yet 
BO aa not to force their inclinations in the choice of 
^ state of life; accustom them to industry andseri- 
QUE occupation; keep due subordination amongst 
(hem, to prevent their quarrelling' with each 
other ; watch with a most vigilant eye over the 
company they keep, so as never to allow any that 
is likely to be dangerous to their morals, and in- 
apire them with a great esteem for prayer, spiritnal 
reading, and all the exerdsesof religion. 

VI. [39] The practice of churching women < 
ftfter child-birth is not commanded by any law , 
either of God or his churuh, but is pious and com- ^ 
mendable in itself, if performed in proper diapo* , 
Idlions. [40] The object of it is, to make a. public ^ 
^anksgiving to God for their safe delivery and 
recovery, together with an offering of their infanta 
to him, and to receive the blessing of the priest ^ 
[41] In order that the Almighty may accept of 
their thanksgiring and the offering they make to ' 
him, and also give them his blessing through the '' 
bands of his miuist^i', it is requisite ibatiheysbould 
be in the disposition of sorro\r for their sins.

I. [1] Prayer is a raising «p of our mint/a It 1 
Gd^, either to adore and praieo him, to thank bin 
tut his b^netite, to implore his mercy and grace, ot 
h> offer our thougbta, words, and actious to liinu 
[2] There are two kinds of prayer, tnental and 
aoc«/. [3] Menla/ prayer ia that which is perform- 
ed ooly in the heart and the mind, vrltbont being 
■Mompanicd with any words. [4] By vocalpra^ 
iaouderstood, not a mere bjrpocritiual service of tti« 
UUgue and lips, Lat an oatH'ard declaration of th0 
HAtitneiits uf the heart, by words spoken to the 
Almighty, either ia secret or aloud, or read in 
beeka. 

II. [£] All chriBtiiins, who have arrived at and ' 
pweees the use nf reason, are on several accounts 
«U^ed to pray: 1st, bceauBC Jeaus Christ hu 
eaOHaxiided us to prav; we must pray always, sa.yt 
be,4«) and noi Jain'l. [6] Ue does not mean b) 
"' ' , Ibat nw are aihvays to be praying, eitliM men- 




(oj Luke xTiU. 1. 
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Ifilly or reciting voca) prayers, but that ive must at 
all timesbeinliieiiispositiouof the love of God, aud 
thereby refer to him all the thoughts, words, and 
actions of our lives. Hence it may be Iriily said, 
that the lives of such as love God are an unin- 
terrupted prayer, and that they only then eease (o 
pray when they cease to love him : 2ndl_y, because 
H-e cauuut perform a single Bclion that will be pro- 
fitable to ealvaliun, nor even so much as eiilcrtsin 
ft good thought, witboDt tbc grace of God, which 
is not to he obtained but by prayer. The sr.urainents 
eri;, indeedj the channels through which divine 
grace flows into the eoul; but even these do nof 
produce their intended effects, nnleas tbe receiving 
of them bo uccompanied by prayer: 3rdly, tiod 
being the creator of all things, and possessing sore- 
teign dominion over all, we are obliged to adoro and 
priuse him, to otFer oar whole being to bim, and to 
implore his help under all our nocessilies : and 4tbly, 
since we have nothing which we have not received 
from Gnd, we ought to return hira thanks for all 
his benefils, and implore his grace to make good use 
of them. 

in. [7] In order that our prayers may produce 
their effect, they must be accomtmnied with these 
five conditions ; we must pray in tbe name of Jesns 
Christ, with humility, with allentlou, with confi- 
dence, and with perseverance. [8] We tnust pray 
in (be wa^Hs and through the merits of jMutCAritt, 
becanse be is our mediator, and there is no other 
name under heaven given to uk, whereby we can ob- 
iHin either grace or salvation, [9] Even when wo 



address our prayers to the satuts, we cau only hei 
of them to unite their |)rnyei'S wilU ours, to oblaia 
what we want through the merits of our common 
redeemer ; nud when we adoro, praise, or tlianl* God, 
it muBt be done id tlio same adorable uame. [10] 
We mast pray with humilily aa6 compuaclioo, OK 
accouat of our owu wenkness, poverty aud iiidU 
gence, and the number and grievouauesa of ant 
oflences agaiust him, ou whom we depend for all 
preseDt and future good, [II] We must praywitH 
aitention, for, if we pray with wilful tiiatraei 
lion, witboat attending either to Uod or what wa 
are saying to him, we are guilty of mockery. Let 
i^ hftwever, be understood that, of wilful distrac; 
Uofia some are wilful ih themselves, and others in 
tkeir cause. [12] Distractiuiia are wilful in Ihemi 
wlvet, when persons knowingly and deliberately 
think of Ihings foreign to piety whilst s:iyiug thetn i 
prayers. [13] Dislrnctiooa are said to be wi'faldl ' 
lieir cause, when they are caused by leading a disai'* 
paled and worldly life, by a misplaced affeution to^' 
wards any person or thing iu the world, by too great I 
Bsolicitnde about teuipornlnf^irs, or by giving waj;, j 
toexcessive grief under misfortune. For since, ftfl- ] 
onr saviour Buys, (a) where your treasure is, thert. ,\ 
Sltur Aearts sAitU also be, it is not surprising thafc 1 
those who give their contiounl atteutiou to any thing' . 
more than Uod, should have distraclions when they, 
pretend to pray. [14j Now, prayers that ar^^ , 
MJj with distractions whiuh are either wilful i^i ,

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themselves or in their cause, cannot be caHed 
B raising up of the jnind to God. [15] But if 
diaCraetions be not wilful in either of these ways, 
but arise merely from human infirmity, our pray- 
ers under tbem will be equally acceptable to God, 
ae if our minds were all ibe time intent upon 
him, [16] In order, honever, to preserve our minds 
free from distraction in prayer, we must, accortUnff 
to the admonition of tbe wise man (aj prepare oKt 
umls before prai/er t/tat we may not be Hie a mm 
thai tempieth God: that is, we must retire to a 
place where we shall be free from external sources of 
distraction, place ourselves In the presence of God 
Uid tliink Bcriously of what we are going to do. [IJ] 
We must pray with confidence, because God both 
can and will grant our requests, when lie sees thejr 
are for our good and are offered in a proper manner : 
all things, says our aaviour ichaUoever ye thaU 
mk when pou pfog, believe thai you shall receive, 
(md it lAoU emne vnto jfou, [ISJ We must pray, 
Jikewise, with perseverance, for two reasons : first, 
because every day brings with it new wants and 
necessities, and secondly, because God often refuses 
In the beginning of prayer, what he afterwards 
grants, if we persevere in it. 

IV. Prayer may be taken either for the habitual 

disposition of a heart that loves God, that desires 

to be united to him, and Uiat llvee for liim alone, 

i *ndin this sense we are oblifi^ed to pray always ; or 

I iFor the actual raising up of our minds to God by 

. Adoration, praise, ofTeriug, thanksgiving or soppli- 

fa) Eecli. xviii. S3, 
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eotion, and in tliis sense wo are only obliged to pr«]>* I 
tUeit at certain time^j and on certain occasions. [19}iJ 
The times whkh we are particularly obliged t^l 
devote to prayer are a considerable portiOD of lAu 
Sundays and holidays. [20] The occasions, nhiclrl 
render tbis duty in aa especial manner incumbent y 
upon us, are, when we are sick, when we are und<|( j 
any affliction, temptation or persecution, and in " 
extraurdinn.ry necessities ; at times of public c 
inity ; at the beginning and end of every importMrt J 
kction of the day ; when we have received any gracA I 
or blessing from God ; and for our neighbours, ' 
thej are under necessities which, if our own, ^ 
oblige us to pray for ourselves. [21] Moreover, all 
christians eliould make it an invariable rule to begin 
aud end every day of their lives with prayer. Tbe 
devotions proper to be performed in the morning and 
Aveniug depend, in some measure, upon each one's 
leisure. Those, who have their time in a great 
decree at their own disposal, should perform the 
daily exercise which is in the Garden of the Soul, 
ttt that of some other approved prayer book. [22] 
But, as for the poor who are obliged to labour, 
tb^ ought, in the mortiinff, 1st, to bow down 
their souls to adore God : Sndly, to thank him 
for all his favours and for having preserved them 
during tbe night: 3rdly, to offer to him all the 
thoughts, words and actions of the day : 4thly, to 
iiu|dore lus grace not to offend him throughout the 
day : Sthly, to beg tbe intercession of tlie blessed 
virgin and tbe other saints, and the protection of 
^^ijUr guardian angels, and lastly to say tlie LorcTt 
^K(|M/', the Hitii Mary, tbe ApoiUei creed, tblf— 
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TOiifileor, and ih« hcIb of faith, /lope, eharilyfmi 
eontriUon; and tliese prayers are to be §wd not 
only for iheiDselves but for all others, imrticularly 
tlieir cliildren, relations, benefactors and friends 
whether living or dend. [23] For their eveninff 
«xerciM, they Ehould 1st, adore God: 3ridly, thank 
hitn for all his benefits, particularly for those which 
they have received that day : .'Jrdly, examine how 
they have spent the day : 4thiy, ask pardon of God 
for Iheir sins and rcnolve to commit them no more: 
I Sthly, pray to the Almighty to iireserve them from 
. til the Illusions of the devil and other evils durlnfc 
the night: 6lhly, implore the interceEsion of the 
blessed virgin, &c. as in the momiag. ^34] Itiri, 
also, a piouB practice of the faithful to eay the an- 
felui every morning, noon and night. [25] lie 
object of the oh^Wks is twofold : 1st, to call to our 
recollection the incarnation of the Son of God and 
, to lieg of the Almighty that through the merita of 
his passion and death, we may arrive at the glory of 
his resurrecticin ; and 2ndly, to commemorate the 
share which the blessed virgin had in the incarnation 
of Jesus Clirlst and to invoke her intercession. [tS] 
To say grace before and after meals, is likewiae a 
fcbt of gratitude which we ouglit eveiy day to pay 
to God for his temporal blessings.

[28] All christians am I 
obliged to meditate in this mnnner, because all are 1 
obliged to be impressed with a lively sense of lh« j 
laws of God, to examine their consciences by theoir j 
to lament thdr infidelities in the obserTSHce of them^ 1 
and to make resoiuilons and take measures to amend^ 1 
[2d] Such as have tlie leisure should devote at leut I 
a quarter or half an hour every morning or soms T 
time in the day to meditation. [30] Others noul(^ I 
do well to read or listen every evening to a cliapt^ j 
in tome pious book and meditate upon the subject rf J 
the lecture. [31] But even the most simple and'] 
ignorant may find abnndant matter for meditation in I 
the iustructiouB, sermons and exhortations of tlieitt I 
pastors and in the lives and example, whether gooAh I 
or bad, of those around tbem.
